“It would be a wise for the 
carriers publicly to avow view 
and voluntarily reduce rates where 
they now work hardship, even 
though such rates may be reasonable 
in a tfansportation sense, and even 
though to reduce them means a loss 
of revenue to the carriers. The car- 
riers can do this of their own voli- 
tion where it would be improper for 
the Interstate Commerce Commis-

oretically, in ten years will win the 
fighting supremacy of the seas from 
Great Britain and the United States, 
there is a growing interest through- 
out Japan in the approaching con- 
ference on the limitation of arma- 
ments at Washington. 
PEOPLE ARE ANXIOUS. 

I have talked with several leaders 
of the two most important political 
factions in Japan, the editors of 
newspapers, business men of Tokio, 
Yokohama, Kobe, Shimonoseki and 
foreigners engaged in various lines 
of industry regarding the disarma- 
ment project. While divided in 
opinion as to the probability of the 
Washington conference being ex 
panded to cover other phases of 
Far Eastern problems, there appears 
to be a decided unamimity of senti- 
ment in favor of limiting the ex- 
penditures of the government for 
military purposes, from the — 
tions of which the people em- 
selves derive little benefit. 

Up to a comparatively recent pe- 
riod the imperialistic government of 
Japan not only discouraged discus- 
sion of the financial burdens involved 
in the maintenance of huge armies 
and a navy always ready for war, 
but it applied drastic and effective 
means to prevent it. The suggestion 
of President Hording, however, that 
the most direct short cut toward 
effecting necessary savings in the 
conduct of all governments was 
through limiting armaments struck 
a responsive chord among many 
classes of the Japanese citizens, and 
women as well, to whom the ordi- 
nary agencies of expression are 
closed by tradition government 
policies. 

GOVERNMENT SURPRISED. 


Sentiment in ite favor has grown 
with great rapidity. The govern- 
ment itself was probably as much 
surprised at the manner in which 
the suggestion of the American 
President was received as the most 
confirmed warrior in the army or 
navy, who looks upon such proposals 
as sheer nonsense. 

The Genro, which provides a sort 
of unofficial form of commission gov- 
ernment, made a futile attempt at 
the outset to check the tide of popu- 
lar sentiment in favor of the Har- 
ding plan. In doing so it encoun- 
tered its first defeat in many years, 
for the Genro, despite the fact that 
its. functions, derived from the old 
clan process of feudalism, are pure- 
ly advisory, is the most powerful sin- 
le institution in the country. 

The boss of it ig Field Marshal 
Prince Yamagata, “the Grand Old 
Man of Nippon,” who at 83 is plan- 
ning his lifework for the next forty 
years. Prince Yamagata, who is the 
most popular of national heroes in 
Nippon, is not only the head of the 
Genro but he is the president of the 
Privy Council. He its the most ac- 
complished and successful politician 
in Japan. His influence, which has 
been won by sheer intellectual! force 
and the complete understanding of 
Japanese psychology, pervades and 
practically controls every element of 
the people. 

MAKER OF CABINETS. 


He can make or unmake Cabinets, 
formulate or change policies, and his 
personal influence with the Emperor 
is very great, because in the last anal- 
ysis it is the veto of the Genro (which 
means Yamagata) that finally dis- 
poses. The Genro is composed of 
several of the 
but it is Yamagata who domfhates 
his associates as easily as Platt or 
Quay or Hanna or Croker dom- 
inated their respective parties in 
their time. The most important con- 
ferees of Yamagata are the Mar- 
quises Matsukata and Saionji. There 
are others of local celebrity and 
popularity but of less importance, 
for, as said, Japan looks to Yama- 
gata alone for the key word. 

At the outset of the armament dis- 
cussion, to which Japan gave its 
tardy assent, the Selyukai and the 
Kenesakai, political parties which 
most clearly refiect rival political 
sentiment, evinced a lively interest 
in it. This was confined, however, 
to members of the Diet, the popular 
branch of the national legislature. 
In accordance with established 
tradition, the princes of the blood, 
just plain princes, marquises, counts, 
viscounts, barons, imperial nominees 
and the 
House of Peers manifested neither 
assent nor dissent, naturally tak- 
ing their cue from the Genro sages. 
Not so with the 464 mefnbers of the 
Diet, which controls the government. 

SENTIMENT REFLECTED. 
Reflecting the sentiment of citizens 
throughout the empire, the mem- 
bers of the Diet, as well as the local 
bosses in the various provinces, be- 
gan to Uine solidly up back of the 
armament conference plan. Yama- 
gata and his illustrious associates 
in the Genro attempted to head off 
the storms of approval. Every wire 
and political device which usually 


| surceeds in swaying the Japanese 


mind was resorted to. Meanwhile 
the government began to parley with 
Washington, London, Paris and 
other capitals in an effort to make 
terms that would prevent the open- 
ing up of “facts accomplished,’ 
meaning the violation of Chinese 
territory and economic and political 
control of Korea, Manchuria, East- 
ern Mongolia, Siberia and North 
Saghalien. 

The .overwhelming, preponderant 
sentiment in favor of the Harding 
conference plan which swept Japan 
probably convinced the government 
of the futility of directly attacking 
that project. But it took its own 
time in giving its qualified assent. 
The reason that it finally consented 
to do so was not due in the slight- 
est degree to any sincere desire to 
assist in the enterprise but solely 
because the people, groping for an 
avenue of escape from the disasters 
consequent on taxation, demanded

There are no crystals of zircon in 
the mass, and the matrix, while re- 
sembling a whitish jasper, somewhat 
reacts for the earth zirconia. 

The query put to the samples 
should be: Is the yellow oxide so 
sparingly contained in the speci- 
mens, an iron oxide or zirconia? It 
was not possible to answer the ques- 
tion, as the weight of the oxide ob- 
tained was very low, and with a very 
slight iron reaction. 


IMPERIAL, Oct. 6.—Q.: In- 
closed please find samples of ore 
taken out of a mine about seventy 
miles from the border in Lower 
California. Iam of the opinion that 
it contains nothing of any value 
only in the way of crystals, which 
might be semiprecious.

A.: The rock carries manganese- 
alumina garnet (spessartite.) It is 
probable that the mine should pro- 
duce some mighty good gems, in- 
cluding opal. The difficulty is to 
separate the crystals from the rock 
without fracturing the gems. It 
might be a good plan to prospect 
the ground at the locality for loose 
crystals among the waste on the 
dump of the mine. 

Spessartite is sold under various 
names, including hyacinth and yel- 
low topaz. The rock and 
moreover, would make a gd abra- 
sive, but, mind you, we are re- 
ferring strictly to the samples only.

shot to pieces” by the strike of oll 
workers. The last month has seen 
less actual work in the fields than 
at any time since the industry was 


put on a substantial footing in this 
section of the State. 

During the last week rmits 
were granted by the State Oil and 
Gas Supervisor for three new wells 
in Kern county, while three redrill- 
ing permits were issued and one 
for test of water shutoff. 

The Standard ol Company has 
started to drill its No. 6 well in 
the Midway field on Section 1, 32-24. 

The Salient Ol Company is pre-

ern River field on Section 6, 32-30, 
and the Pan-American Petroleum 
Corporation has secured a permit 
to put down No. D-6 on Section 1, 
31-24, in the Elk Hills. 

The Elk Hille continues to be 
the greatest field in the history of 
California oil. During the first 
six months of the present year sixty- 
eight wells in this field produced 
10,193,318 barrels of oil. That is, 
less than 1 per cent of the total 
number of producing wells in the 
State produced about one-sixth of 
the State’s ofl. The Blk Hills oil 
field is now producing about one- 
fourth of the normal output of the

FRANCE FEARS 
GERMAN GOODS. 


Cannot Depend on Allies for 
Try to Guard Against Any 
Price Inflation. 

Paris Markt Heavy, With 
Little Activity. 


PARIS, Oct. 16-—France is de- 
ginning to realize that she can no 


allies for protéction against Ger- 
many and that only an entente with 


her late enemy can provide a firm 
basis for Europe’s economic restor- 
ation. In this way France is able 
to save large sums formerly in- 
vested with these allies. 

Since the armistice the Allied 
Powers have traversed three phases, 
beginning with the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, which established the 
amount of money Germany owed. 
The second was the conference in 
London, which fixed the amount 
Germany could pay at 132,000,000,- 
000 gold marks. 

The third was the conference at 
Wiesbaden, which asserted that the 
payment could be made in any man- 
— not prejudicial to either na- 


n. 
The Wiesbaden conference pro- 
vided that France was not to re- 
ceive more than 7,000,000,000 gold 
marks worth of goods during the 
next five years, and even if Ger- 
many delivers more goods than 
France’s share of the reparations 
percentage, France delay re- 
imbursements until 1926. In other 
words France is to receive 1,604,- 
000,000 gold marks’ worth of g 
in 1922, although entitled to 200,- 
000,000 marks’ worth less. She 
gaing the advantage of waiting 
until 1926 to reimburse for the 
overdraft plus five per cent interest 
which undoubtedly will be em- 
ployed in the cancellation of an 
equal amount of German bonds she 
is holding, thereby escaping actual 
payment of money to Germany.

Despite these advantages French 
industries are protesting, fearing a 
flooding of the market with cheap 
goods. Of this there is no danger,

in the, hunting field. Mrs. Spald- 
ing’s achievement staggered 
them all. 


While the fish was benig weighed 
on the Tuna Club scales one East 
ern angler who had beef an Avalon 
visitor for three months, never said 
a word, but stood holding his own 
fishing tackle, hat in hand and his 
jaws half open. Apparently the 
least concerned about the matter 
was the fair angler herself.

SECOND LARGEST.” 


The fish was brought to gaff near

C. Boschen, the record-holder, 
fished daily for three months at a 
time to establish his record of #43 
pounds. Mr. Boschen was a giant 
ofa man physically.

A short time before Mrs. Spald- 
ing’s monster broadbill grab the 
bait, Capt. Walker of the Goodwill 
had noted two other broadbilis, but 
after various attempts to entice 
them to “eat,” the two fish proved 
themselves uninterested.

Very calmly Mrs. Spalding paid 
out line from the reel, so that 
the mangled bait would remain al- 
most in the same place, although 
the cruiser was moving along at 
a moderate speed. Out again came 
the ponderous sword and the fish, 


apparently satisfied that it had 
killed its food, slowly proceeded to 
swallow. 


Finally the hook was lodged at 
the base of the thick. elongated 
snout, near the eye. Then com- 
menced the spectacular battle. 

A thousand feet away the sword- 
fish came to the surface. Like a 
whip lash the line cracked and the 
water flew from it in little clouds 
of spray. 

Mrs. Spalding continued to play 
her captive, now giving the head- 
way and line, now reeling back a 
few inches of the “slack,” or rais- 
ing or lowering the rod so that 
she could work in the endurance 
test to the best advantage. Madly 
the enraged captive charged the 
boat. He messe the rudder blade 
only a few inches, the latter bad 
marksmanship probably being 
caused by the weight of the sag- 
ging line turning the head in the 
charge. 

Then the fish sounded. Yt went 
straight down for five hundred feet. 
To touch the coaming of the boat 
with the tip of the rod would bring 
instantaneous disaster to the fishing 
tackle and the monster would es- 
cape, or the rod would break and 
thus disqualify the catch.

Several seconds it 
came. on, quite peacefully, then 
broke out with a series of new tac- 
tics, rearing and cavorting like a 
monster marionette suspended from 
the clouds on a powerful spring. 
In and out of the water, making 
tremendous splashes, the broadbill 
against the angler’s et- 
forts, but all the time it was work- 
ing nearer and nearer to the boat. 

Fifty feet away Capt. Walker 
reached for the gaff and quietly said 
to the angler, “lead it on this aside, 
thank you.” 

Slowly the cruiser, which is about 
efxty-five feet in length. backed 
toward the swordfish, and more 
slowly the fish. came to them on its 
Slender tether. It swirled ita mon- 
ster tall. but the angler was pre- 
pared for the tactic and brought 
the head toward the tip of her rod.

In its present clorified 
form the ‘peasant’ furniture is likely 
to be anything rather than humble— 
some of the de luxe sets for bed- 
rooms and breakfast rooms, in their 
decoration, carry the work of high- 
priced designers and run into large 
figures in price. The flexibility of its 
cost, however, is one of the first rec- 
ommendations for this sort of furni- 
ture. A man who is fitting up a 
home can pay as little or as much as 
his purse will allow and ofttimes he 
will achieve the same result artisti- 
cally with the least expensive painted 
Pieces as with the most costly. The 
outlines of this type of furniture are 
the same practically in all grades 
and increased price comes with or- 
nateness of decoration. Happiness 
in the final effect is obtained, as Sir 
Joshua Reynolds expressed it in his 
famous reply, colors with

No one article of household use 
mos the evolution of the furniture 
ideal, in its application to the bet 
ter homes” movement, as does the 
table, in the opinion of a professional 
furnisher. 

It in not so many years, as th 
Tan sees it, since a table in the 
average home was merely a table. 
In the dining room, meals were 
served on it three times a day. It 
was round or oblong and its meas- 
urements were invariably the same. 
In the sitting room or living room it 
held books, magazines, a lamp, some 
times a vase of flowers and, in every 
nine cases out of ten it was firmly in- 
trenched in the exact center of the 
room. Outside of these two varie- 
ties there was the writing table oc- 
@asionally to be found in a bed 
room——and, ofteper than not, this 
table was heap and piled with a 
motiey collection including almost 
Anytbing classifiable except writing 
Mmateriais. Here, except in rare in- 
stances, the invasion of the table in- 
to the home was abruptly checked. 

Today, it is a barren house as to 
furnishings, that does not boast a 
ecllection of tables including half 
a dozen types or more, each dedi- 
cated to a special purpose. In many 
homes the dining-room table—and, 
for that matter the dining room, it- 
self—has vanished. There may be 
inestead, a breakfast room serving all 
the needs of the dining room of 
yore, and furnished with an attrac- 
tive formality the regulation dining- 
room could never boast, in one of 
the charming and colorful breakfast 
se@s of painted wood. Or the break- 
Wet idea may be carried out in 
<drop-leaf table and Windsor 
Chairs of mahogany. There is likely 
to be in addition a side of serving 
tabie to match, which only re- 
Mmotely su the clumsy side- 
board of ten or twenty years ago.
